Forest Service Can 


i Acres in Mississippi 

Washington—~Whenever Congress pro- 
vides the funds, the United States 
forest service is ready to start a 15-year 
Program to reforest 188,000 acres of 
denuded and burned-over land in na- 
tional forests of Mississippi and Louis- 
lana. 

Congress already has authorized the 
Program in the Anderson-Mansfield Act 
‘Which President Truman signed last 
October. 

The program contemplates an expen- 
diture of about $125,000,000 in the 
next 15 years to reforest many thou- 


sands of acres of national forests 
throughout the nation. 
Under the program 172,000 acres 


are to be reforested in Mississippi and 
116,000 in Louisiana. : 

The program, says Ira J. Mason, 
chief of the division of timber man- 
agement of the forest service, is an’ 
investment in the future since it will 
provide a big new crop of timber in 
25 to 40 years. 

Much reforestation work already has 
beeri done in both states, Mason said. 
To date 122,936 acres of forest land 
in Mississippi and 97,165 acres in Lou- 
isana have been replanted to trees. 

But, Mason said, the 15-year pro- 
gram is necessary if full timber pro- | 
duction and watershed Protection is to. 
be obtained from the national forests. | 

The value of the national forests in
